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THE LAW AND SCUTTLING 


Nov. 27. 

When at the beginning of the war Hitler 
ordered German merchantmen in foreign 
ports to break the voyage they had started, 
and make for home, and further to scuttle 
themselves rather than fall into the hands of 
the British Navy, he posed a problem in the’ 
matter of marine insurance which the British 
Courts are now engaged in solving. In two. 
instances German vessels carrying British 
cargoes were scuttled, while in a third the 
ship managed to make'a German port, though 
In this case also the British owners. lost 
thelr cargo. AN three claimed from the 
underwriters under thelr policies, the actions 
boeing consolidated into a test ease upon the 
result of which some millions of pounds are 
i stake, ‘The action is a purely friendly 
fone, both owners and underwriters selecting 
eases with the clearest legal issues, the] 
underwriters deciding to pay the costs in 

iny event. ‘The ease for the defence con- 

tained the following polnts:—(1) that on 
the outbreak of war the policies were avoided 
fon the ground that they were an insurance 
by British insurers of cargo belonging to 
British owners in enemy ships; (2) that the 
German steamers were trying {0 run the 
Blockade and that that constituted a breach 
of the warranty of legality; (3) that, the] 
German steamers had abandoned their] 
voyages and the insurances had come to an 
end; and (4) that the policies were expressly 
digelared to be free from any claim arising 
out of frustration, 

‘The case was heard by Mr. Justice Hilbery, 
‘and early in September he rendered his deci 
sion. He held, amongst other things, that 
when the German masters sailed on Hitler's 

rutions for German ports, taking the 











ng as agents of the German Government 
‘and applying to the merchandise in thelr 
steamers the familiar process of restraint of 
princes, whieh in this case had the effect 
of frustrating the venture. In this connec 
tion it is interesting to note that when during 
the Jast war the British Navy intercepted a 
German ship carrying British owned goods, 
and diverted her to a British port, despite the 
foet that the owner was not deprived of 
his goods, he had been deprived of the 
opportunity to get the earyo to the end of 
the voyage he had insured. On the ground 
that this amounted to a constructive total 
Joss he successfully sued the underwriters for 
the insured value of the eargo. the decision 
veins, ultimately upheld in “the House of] 
Lords on the sround thot the venture had 
been frustrated, ‘That view was not held 
by Mr. Justice Hitbery in the present case, 
his decision is that if a master breaks off 
his vovage through restraint of prinees and 
joes off with the cargo on board the frustra~ 
tion clause inserted in policies since the last 
‘war debarred earto owners from recovering 
a constructive total loss on the policies. 11 
wae further contended by the plaintiffs that 
if the breaking off of the voyage did not 
Hive them their elaim, surely the scuttling 
id, With this the iudge did not ayvee. The 
policies in question insured the goods for 
particular voyages and no other. When the 
German masters left neutral ports, abandon- 
ing their original voyages, and starting en= 
tirely new ones, which the policies did not 
‘aver, the losses were incurred on voyares 
which the underwriter never contemplated 
nd never insured, and so again the merchant 
Nd not recover. 
That was merely the frst round in the 
battle, though it constituted a striking 
reverse for the unfortunate merchants. ‘The 
matter was taken {0 the Court of Appeals 
and on Monday that body reversed Mr. 
Justice Hilbery's decision, holding that the 
underwriters were fully ‘liable for Rritish 
xo losses suffered through the seuttling 
German ships. ‘The reasons upon which 
the Court of Appeal based its findings have 
not yet been received, but if the merchants 
‘were: unpleasantly surprised by the decision 
of the lower Court, the underwriters have 
heen painfully disilusioned by the higher 
Court. ‘Thus with honours easy between the 
tivo parties there is still recourse to the House 
of Lords, to whieh the ease will undoubtedly 
be taken not ise of the several 
millions af pounds involved, but alsa beca-e 
fof the very important and interesting points 
Of law which are involved. What the Court 
bf Appeals appears to have done is to have 
rejected the contention of the defence that 
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the insurance was a marine insurance on 
Hoods, stich an insurance being one on the 
adventure, not one on the chattels; and to! 
have adopted the view taken by the House 
of Lords in the case which established the 
Jaw on the subject during the last war. 





GERMAN BOASTS 
Nov. 27. 

‘The Germans, with their usual consistency 
are again denying British claims to have in- 
Micted severe damage in their latest raid on 
Berlin, and have resorted to the usual out 
worn trick of taking neutral press correspon- 
dents to places which they say the British 
claim to have attacked. ‘Those correspon- 
dents cannot be ware of what the British 
claims are, for Germany has successfully 
clamped down on all news from abroad, and 
when the neutral newspapermen are taken 
fon these conducted tours they are allowed 
to sce only those places which the Germans 
allege the British communiqués refer to. It 
is necessary to bear this in mind at all 
times, for it is a common German practice, 
Which started at the time of the first British 
air attack on Sylt, and has been resorted to| 
‘on occasion since. ' Simultancously with these! 
attempts (o disparage British reports of the 
damage British air-raids are inflicting 
Germany, Goebbels und his satellites seck 
to impress the world with lales of enormous 
blows dealt to British war industries and 
other military objectives, 

It would be idle to deny that the Germans 
have done considerable damage to London, 
and other of the industrial cities and ports, 
but that it Is anywhere near the proportions 
which the Germans so extravagantly claim 
is beginning to be doubted by the world at 
large. Mr, Walter Lippmann, writing in the 
New York “Times” points out that whereas 
the American public in some degree know 
what is happening in Britain, nobody knows 
what is occurring in Germany, so effective! 
Js the Nazi black-out of all real news. He 
adds that few Americans believe | that. 
thousands of tons of British bombs invariably 
fall either in fields, “or on what appear to 
be an infinite number of German hospitals.” 
‘The British communiqués on the subject of 
air-raids cannot be expected to give details 
of the damage inflicted upon the enemy. If 
they atlempted to do so they would be in 
grave danger of being disbelieved, for though 
the airmen may be certain that they have 
struck their targets, the fires started would) 
be sufficient indication of that, they are in 
no position, especially in night raids to be 
able to give any accurate estimate of the 
damage actually done. 

It will be remembered that as carly as 
August 26, a fortnight after mass raids had 
started on London the Germans declared that 
‘one-fifth of the area of the cily was a heap! 
of ruins. ‘That lic was quickly nailed by 
foreign correspondents who were permitted 
fo rove at will through the areas which the

At the present moment, Ttaly 
has sustained severe reverse in Albania, 
and her flect has been virtually crippled by 
the British raid on Taranto, Neither event in 
itself is suflicient to enable the Allies to claim 
that Maly has been beaten, that the country 
is no longer of much account in the conflict. 
But both of them have considerably sapped 
the strength of the weaker Axis partner and 
eft her open to further and amore telling 
lows, if they ean be delivered immediately. 
Of more interest than the obvious fact that 
ftaly is at present wide open to what might 
well he decisive attacks, are Mr. Hore-Beli- 
shn's reasons for advocating such attacks.

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In these anxious times Britons can take 
comfort from the reflection that, though their 
‘own situation may be embarrassing, their 
enemies’ position is a great deal worse. As’ 
the Empire's leaders have repeatedly pointed 
out, this war will not be won without many’ 
Josses and much hardship, which will call 
for the utmost effort on the part of every 
citizen. There is therefore no reason to be 
isheartened when one reads of valuable 
ships and cargoes being lost. or when tele~ 
grams -tersely announce that the new Nazi 
technique of concentrating night raiders upon 
this or that industrial centre in Great Britain 
is creating a situation which is “bad but not| 
critical.” “The Nazis have been late in re= 
ing the importance of these industrial 
centres, and have wasted thousands of tons 
of bombs upon residential districts, whereas, 
the British from the start understood that 
@ bomb on a factory is of more worth in 
helping to win this war, than a dozen on 
blocks of flats, department stores, and work- 
men’s dwellings. For months the Royal 
Force has been doing to German manufactur- 
ing cities what the Nazis have been attempt- 
ing to do to Coventry and Birmingham in 
the last two or three weeks, And the dis- 
location in Germany must be proportionately 
greater. 

Whatever may be the ultimate outcome, 
there can be no question that Britain cannot 
lose this war—and the Nazis know it. They 
have struck their hardest and have not man: 
aged to do more than surface damage. It is 
their turn to be on the receiving end, and 
their ally, Ttaly, is getting the first instal- 
ments, It is self-evident that “knocking Italy 
out of the war” would release a large por= 
tion of the British Navy for convoy duty and 
for hunting down Nazi surface raiders. Tt 
may be supposed. therefore, that this will 
| be attempted. Tt will not be easy, in, spite 
of the internal Italian dissensions which are 
| only now finding the light of day. Tt may 
also be taken for granted that the Nazis, with 
thelr usual thoroughness, have not lost sight 
of Italy's vulnerability and have taken the 
requisite precautions. But they cannot guard 
against their partner's Knocking herself out, 
as just one other stich ill-considered venture 
as Mussolini's in Grecee would probably.

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MR. CHURCHILL 
Nov. 30. 

Today Mr. Winston Churchill celebrates 
his sixly-sixth birthday, a black letter day 
for Germany. but a red letter one for all 
who still believe in the freedom of demo- 
cracy, It was a great day when Mr. Cham- 
berlain invited him to join the Cabinet, and 
wn even greater one when he became Prime 
Minister, for Hitler had often declared that 
his appointment to Cabinet rank would be 
rogarded as a hostile move, indicating the 
fear and hatred in which he is held by the 
enemy. Why that should be so is not difli~ 
cult to understand, For years Mv. Churchill 
was a lune voice crying for attention to be 
paid to what Germany was doing. Probably 
ho one better understood Hitler's purpose 
than he did. ‘Time and time again in his 
writings he warned his readers of what 
itler was preparing, and it is no fault of | 
his that his warnings fell on deaf ears. It 
was because he fully understood the realities 
of the trends of the past few years, and so 
completely realized German intentions that 
he beeame the man best fitted to lead Bri- 
tain in the titanie struggle which had been 
forced upon her. 

‘The advent of Mr. Churchill to power saw 
4 complete change in the manner in which 
Great Britain conducted the war. It began 
to be prosecuted in a most positive manner, 
| and the way in which it is being taken to 
the enemy in Germany and in Italy is direet= 
ly attributable to the driving genius of this 
man of action. Perhaps the greatest of his 
virtues which stands out so clearly now is 
hls ability and willingness to tell the people 
he is leading the truth about the various 
developments as they occur.

of a treaty between Japan and 
the Wang Ching-wet Government on Satur- 
day does not, as close examination of the 
document shows, materially alter the situa- 
tion, for it amounts to documentary recogni- 
tion’ of conditions which have existed for 
some time past. The Treaty, tho annexed 
protocol, the agreed terms of understanding, 
and the joint declaration by Japan, Man= 
choukuo ‘and the Government at Nanking 
are very widely drafted, and it may safely 
bbe said that none of these documents provide 
for any real alteration of Japan's position in 
China as it stands today. ‘The two Govern- 
ments pledge themselves to engage in joint 
defence against communistic operations, 
Japan being conceded the right to maintain 
troops in North China and Inner Mongolia 
{for that purpose. She may also station naval 
vessels in specified areas within the territory 
of China, providing that when the present 
stale of war ceases Japan will evacuate her 
forees with the exceptions already noted 
within two years of the firm establishment of 
peace. There is no mention of an indemnity, 
though the Wang Ching-wel regime agrees 
to compensate Japanese subjects for damage 
done to thelr rights and interests. 

‘The omission of any claim to an indemnity 
is interesting. Japan has been led into a 
lengthy and costly struggle, the end of which 
is not in sight, an it is not improbable that 
Tokyo, eventually looking towards negot 
tions with Chungking, has omitted that parti~ 
cular item in order to make the present 
‘Treaty an attractive forerunner for final 
peace with the National Government of 
China, Under the Agreod Terms of Under= 
standing Japan is to modify the collection of

so indefinitely, and that obviously there can 
be no question of the surrender of extrater= 
ritoriat rights until the time comes when 
the Japanese forees are able to evacuate and 
eave the government of the country to 
whatever Chinese government ultimately 
survives. That day seems far distant, for 
the Wang Ching-wei government ean ‘only 
exist as long as the Japanese remain in 
China to support it, 

‘The provisions of the Treaty with regard 
to communism form just another of those 
paradoxes which have become so frequent in 
the world of late. Japan seeks to make 
common cause with Wang Ching-wel against 
communism in China, while at the same 
‘time endeavouring to obtain a rapprochement 
with Soviet Russia. If there is a commun= 
ity of interest between communists in Russia 
ind China, which Japan claims docs exist, 
and of which there is plenty of evidence, 
is difficult to see how Japan ean war upon 
‘communists in China and sock their friend- 
ship in Russia. Tt will not be at all sur- 
prising if M. ‘Statin regards that aspect of 
this Intest development with very consider- 
ible suspicion, for it clearly demonstrates 
that Japan is) secking friendship with the 
‘Kremlin for reasons of expedience and for no 
other. Generally speaking the Nankir 
ime gets little out of the whole affair save 
recognition. ‘The Treaty clearly provides for 
lapanese monopolies such as have already 
been ereated and in fact provides no weaken- 
ing of the hold which Japan ins already 
secured upon that part of China of which 
she is in effective occupation.

RUMANIAN CRISIS

The 
present chaotic state of Rumania presented 
them with just that chance, and a number 
of innocent persons, whose only offence was

pretext of protecting the oil fields, and train« 

ing the Rumanian Army German forces are 
already on the spot, and could with ease 
intervene, putting. the leaders of the Tron 

Guard in power under their tutelage and so 

completing the hold they secured upon 

Rumania following the abdication of King 

Carol, and the rise to power of General 

Antonescu, 

General Antonescu is himself in not too 
strong a position. “It was as a result of Iron 
Guard outrages in 1938 and his connection 

. with the movement that ho was dismissed 
from the command of the Third Army Corps, 
and while he now states that he will deal 
fiemiy with the authors of these murders, the 
fact that he has participated in membership 
of the organization will always be held 
against him, Tt is unlikely that he will pro- 
peeitte the Tron Guard as strenuously as ne 
has promised, though the fact that he is 
drawing the Army towards the capital sug 
ests that at any rate he is bent of defending. 
his own position to the utmost. What will 
happen to him should he be defeated, and 
fall into the hands of his former comrades 
can easily be guessed. 

‘Should the Tron Guard suceced in. seizing 
the reins of power, these iatest murders in- 
Gieate that the Jews will experience a very. 
bad time. ‘There is estimated to be about 
fone million of them in Rumania, and, while 
in the past they have not been so badly 
weated as in other Nazi countries, the out 
ook for them will be bad unless the present 
Government can stamp out the Iron Guard. 
‘Phat they will succeed in doing so is indeed 
unlikely, If King Carot could not do so when 
German help was not so near at hand as it 
jg now, it will be much more diffleult f 
General Antonescu to maintain the remain« 
ing vestiyes of independence which would 
surely disappear should he fail to establish 
the authority of his Government. Thus the 
danger of Rumania which in 1938 supported 
Caechoslovakia to the extent of being pre- 
pared to permit the transit of Russian troops 
throug her territory should the need arise. 
has in two brief years beon swept entirely 
within the orbit of the Reich, and she may 
if the Tron Guard et thelr way, find herself 
completely swallowed up by the Reich. If 
that happens it, will only mean that’ the 
Jand-grabbing technique of Hitler, with which 
the world has now become so fully acquaint

The mystery man of the Kremlin has got 
every one so bamboozled that there are two 
directly opposed schools of thought regcrd~ 
ing his position.

These tricks include half of Poland, 
part of Rumania, and the whole of the Balt 
states, including important naval bases on 
islands in that sca, which are inconmistent 
with the German objective of dominating 
those waters. ‘The Russians have a name 
Yor the bluff which is described by the first 
school. They call it a “Potemkin village"— 
a term which originated with the favourite 
Potemkin during the reign of Catherine I, 
when dummy villages were erected (0 prove to 
that monarch that peace and happiness reigned 
‘on the way to the newly conquered Crimea, 
and special squads of villagers were cleverly 
handled so as always to show the imperial 
tourist the bright side. ‘There was nothing 
































behind the facade of wood and paint but the] 
usual_misery attendant upon an_ invasion, | 
‘with its death, cruelty, and destruction. ‘The 
school that favours the belief that the pre- 
sent Soviet attitude is simply another’ 
“Potemkin village,” iso believes that M. 
Stalin understands fully the almost over- 
whelming might possessed by Hitler, and 
will stay carefully on the side-lines" untit 
that might has been so greatly weakened by 
Great Britain, that the Soviets ean scfely 
challenge it.

It has entailed a certain loss of| 








trievable if the Axis continues to lose pre~ 
stige at the rate Italy is now doing. But 
‘against this there are the conerete gains at 
the expense of the Baltic states, Rumania 
and possibly Hungary, and, of course, Poland. 
‘The danger of this policy ‘of expediency lies 
in the fact that the opponent at the other 
side of the board is adopting the same policy, 
and it may well be that Hitler is content to 
give away cerlain pieces at the present time, 
‘with the certainty’ in his mind that he can 
win’ them back again when his hands are 
Tess full in the west. From this point of 
view it would seem less probable that the 
‘Kremlin holds all the trumps. 

‘There can be little doubt that Hitler has 
been disappointed in the benefits he had 
hoped to derive from his treaty with the 
Soviets which was signed shortly before the 
‘outbreak of the war. In the first place he 
may have hoped that this treaty would give 
Britain and France pause before they inter- 
fered on behalf of Poland. While in the 
second, he probably believed that by keeping 
his eastern boundaries open to communica 
tions with a country which was supposed to 
rejoice in great natural resources, he would 
be able largely to nullify the Allied blockade. 
‘The treaty with Russia did not cause the Al- 
lies to hesitate in fulfilling their obligations 
to outraged Poland, and the trickle of sup- 
plies which has come from Russia to Nazi 
assistdhee is reported to have been virtually 
negligible. ‘The Soviet transportation system 
is weak and utterly inadequate to handle pro- 
duce in the quantities Germany must have 
them if the Allied blockade is to be ci 
cumvented. Soviet industry suffers from a 
Inck of trained and educated people, even 
lafler a succession of concentrated efforts to 
Improve these defeets through five year 
plans. And thirdly, there is the profound 
jynorance of the average Soviet citizen of 
conditions outside his own country, which 
have been described to him as chaotic in 
contrast to the “paradise” in which he him- 
self is living. 

‘These are very serious handicaps to a 
dictator who is playing with fire. Poor com- 
munications might easily become disastrous 
should one of his ventures go wrong and he 
find himself at war with a strong neighbour. 
Inefficient industria! production, especially in 























the armaments ficld, might prove fatal. 
While contacts with ‘outside peoples, even 
though in warfare, might burst the “paradise” 








bubble and seriously affect the public moral. 
M. Stalin is, therefore. in the position of a 
tight-rope walker. He" will re ‘objec 
tive, whieh is the 
Soviet Russia without war, if he manages to 
keep his balance. But one slip, and every= 
thing yoes. His present position is undeni- 
ably favourable, but calls for the greatest 
skill if it is to be maintained. The questio 
which the world is asking itself is: has he 
the skill to do it 
























‘THE GLORY OF GREEC! 
Dee. 3. 
1. S. Amory, Secretary of State for India, 
in his speech on Saturday made several telling 
points in connection with the Italo-Greck 
war, not the Ieast of which was to describe 
the ‘Hatin adventure as ill-prepared as it 
was criminal. Mussolini apparently thought 
that the Greeks would abjectly surrender 
before the advance of numerically superior 
forces, and it is difficult to escape the con- 
clusion that that belief must have been based 
upon completely misleading seeret service 
intelligence. It is definitely known that the 
Malian high command was opposed to the 
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scheme, and though the Fascists are secking,

present has been nothing but a most inglor- 
ious flasco. Mr. Amery indieates two pro- 
bable causes for the present unfortunate 


state of the Ttalians in Albania. The first is 

the Italian troops in this campaign have 
nothing which can possibly inspire them. 
‘They realize that it is a perfectly unnecessary 
war, and_an unjust ene and that, if the 
gangster Powers were to win it, Italy's fate 
would most certainly be permanent subjec~ 
tion to Germany. That, it was pointed out 
yesterday, is part of the complete Hitlerian 
Scheme which embraces the idea of Germany 
‘over all, not Germany und partner playing, 
equal réles of general supremacy. 

But the second reason why the Italians 
have not done so well is probably even more 
important. ‘The Grecks are fighting like 
heroes in the defence of their country, 








‘velieving passionately in their cause, re- 
inting the outrage which has been inflicted 





upon them, and because, like all good men 
and true, they love their native land. No 
greater inspiration to sacrifice could possibly 
be conceived, for it is rooted in things which 
‘are of good repute. It is a most encouraging, 
thought that the people of a country which 
contributed so much to the present civili 
tion, people whom the careless were disposed 
to think of as decadent, because their ancient 
glories are no longer so manifest, have been 
able to prove that such is not the ease, and 
that in their manhood they are equally as 
reat as those glorious people who established | 
their tradition thousands of years ago. They 
fought against barbarism centuries before and 
established all the foundations of western 
civilization, and all that it prizes in literature, 
art, political thought and philosophy. Today 
they are fighting precisely ‘te same battle, 
reliving the ageless traditions of immortal 
Greece, and showing the same indomitable 
spirit which so long ago contributed to its 
slory. 

It is reported that the Halians are prepar= 
ing for a counter-stroke. ‘That they are can 

lily be belived, for never has Italian 

FY prestige been at so low an ebb, and 
never has a dictator shown himself so com~ 
plelely at fault. That counter-stroke wi 
Probably not be delivered before Mussolini 
has satisfied himself that it has practically 
every chance of succeeding. But he will 
meet with resistance from a Greece which 
will be very different even from that which 
at present has succeeded in beating him off. 
They will be reinforced with the knowledge 
of their present successes, with the realiza~ 
tion that Great Britain will continue and in- 
crease her support, and with the full under- 
standing that developments in the Aegean 
Sea have permitted their Ally to get within 
better striking distance of aly. It is pose 
sible that it is still in the Balkans that the 
‘aggressor Powers will receive those blows 
Which will lead to their ultimate defeat. As 
Mr. Amery says, if Greece can hold her own 
Britain will have secured for her armies a 
foothold from whieh any German attack on 
‘Turkey might be outflanked, and from which 
it may be possible to strike a fatal blow at 
the German monstrosity. ‘The contribution 
which Greece has already made to the com- 
mon cause is an important one. Tt may be 
that it will prove to be even more imposing 
in the long run. Should that be the case 
it will mean ‘that Greece, which was 
the home of modern civilization long before 
Mussolini's much boasted “most  eivilized 
nation” came into being, will again have taken 
8 prominent place amongst the nations of the 
‘world showing a resurgence which cannot 
but dismay those self-styled highly superior 
races whose culture is that of the tommy- 
fun and the black-jack.

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Danger of Rabies 


Again Noted 


‘Shanghai, Nov, 29. 

Whilst not favouring the introduc: 
tion of a licensing rexulation requir 
ing the compulsory vaccination of 
dogs against rabies, the Health Com 
mittee of the SMC. has recommend 
fed and the Couneil has decided that 
dog owners be advised voluntarily te 
vaceinate their dogs against rabies. 

‘The Health Committee gave con 
sideration to. the problem of rabies 
at its meeting held on November 20. 
In view of the relation of the stray 
dog problem to the incidence of 
rabies, it was decided that the Police 
Department should continue and 
should intensify ils measures for the 
rounding up of stray dogs and wonks. 

‘The Committee took due note of 
the issue periodically by the Council 
of a Municipal Notification calling 
Attention to the necessity of dox 
‘owners adopting measures for the 
control of their dogs in the interests 
of the safety of the public, These 
‘measures include the effective muz~ 
aling of dogs when in the streets 
other places of public resort, but in 
Such a manner as will admit of the 
dogs being able to breathe and drink. 
Dogs wearing ineffective muzzles are 
regarded by the Police ag unmuzzled. 
Dogs found without muzles, whether 
Jed or at Torge, will be seized by the 
Police, Unmiuzzled dogs found at 
large, which eannot be seized, are 
Viable to be shot.

Co-prosperity: 
Migh-Sounding Phrascology 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nowri-Cuina Day News" 
‘Sim—"Co-prosperity” appeared re- 
cently in a letter published inthis 
‘column as a somewhat vague ex- 
pression, apparently based on errone- 
‘ous conceptions. Now a. co-prosper- 

ity’ sphere is tobe established. 

‘When an individual or state is| 
anxious to share what others have,| 
fone may ask: how did and do the| 
others get it? With regard to pro- 
sperity there cre different ways.” To| 
aequire prosperity by inheritance is| 
easy. by inarriage is comfortable, by 
Rambling is luck. AM this is plea- 
‘sant, but, being second-hand prosper~ 
ily. nothing to boast about. 

‘Original prosperity is -ereated as 
the result of intelligent work and. 
saving. Prosperity "means _having| 
tangible assets, which are accumu- 
lated when people save, that is, 
‘spend less than they earn’ Prosperity 
fs wasted by people who spend more 
than “they earn. ‘The wasting is 
mostly done by those who do not 
themselves produce prosperity. 

Comparing the prosperity of in- 
‘dividuals and states of today” with 
the prosperity of a hundred or more 
years ayo, we find a tremendous 
Uifference because of the development 
of the credit or borrowing system. 

‘While an individual ean make| 
debls only as Tong as he finds people 
trusting him’ with their savings, and 
‘his borrowing capacity is therefore| 
Umited, the spending and borrowing, 
capacity of states is almost unlimited. 
In some countries people nowadays: 
‘can be forced to save and give up 
their savings, In what is supposed. 
to be the interest of the state. While 
fn indidvol making debts can even- 
tually be forced into bankruptey, 
this hardly ever happens nowad: 

{0 states, who ean go on piling uP 
debts without worrying about repay’ 
‘ment, destroying thereby not only 
their’ own but also thelr creditors" 
(whoever. thoy may be) prosperity. 

Prosperity enjoyed by states can! 
bbe, traced to a few principal causes: 

“EMicient administration at reason- 
‘ably ow cost. keeping expenses for, 
uneonstructive and. unproductive| 
work within limits in proportion to| 
the people'e income, investing sav- 
ings, reinvesting profits, avoiding 
wasiefulness.” 

‘Takion other people's property by 
force to become prosperous i 
xpress i milly, dishonest: expect. 
{ng to gain prosperity by destroying 
life and property is a sign of un- 
‘valanced mentality. 

‘There fs one honest way for co- 
prosperity’ open to individuals and 
states: to work for itt 
IC those engaged in political pro- 
paganda would, instead of using. 
high-sounding phrascolory, be more 
explicit, truthful and sincere. people 
might pay attention to what they: 
say. AS it is, their mille and honey 
promites will hardly impress anyone | 
twho docx a little thinking of his own,

On the other hand, 
Hitler does care very much about having his 
factories, oil installations, docks and railways 
destroyed, and evidence accumulates, this 
time from really trustworthy neutral sources, 
that the R.A, F's bombings of military 
objectives in Germany and the occupied 
countries has been deadly. ‘There is also 
a strong fecling that our airmen would hate 
to be sent to bomb defenceless eivilians and 
that it would be utterly un-English to 
Aishonour our air arm as Goering has clern- 
dishonoured that of Germany. 


It would be a great mistake to deduce from 
the above that London is becoming in the 
least dexree intimidated by the bombs. On 
the contrary the more they go on, the better 
Londoners ecommodate their lives to them. 
Indeed in the daytime an alert makes: 
practically no difference {o the general run 
of business. But there is 9 good deal of 

icism of the failure of the Government 
during the first eight months of the war, 
when, by thelr own admission, they expected 
casualties 20 times as great as have actually 
occurred, {0 make adequate preparation to 
safeguard the masses.

‘More and more Germans are reported to 
be flocking into France, right down to the 
south, in order to escape the British bom~ 
bers.’ Some, it is said, are frankly hoping 
to get away permanently from the Nazi 
régime and are trying to establish themselves 
in business. 

‘There are still numbers of British soldiers 
wandering about France and Belgium. Dire 
vengeance is threatened by the Huns on 
Anyone found sheltering them.
